Heavy Formula Feed 
Sales Reported 
in Southwest 


A large volume of formula feed was 
sold in this area this week, and some 
manufacturers indicate it may be the 
best week of the year. A bulk of the 
orders came prior to a sharp increase 
in formula price lists early this week 
Later in the week there were addi- 
tional orders because of the prospect 
of further advances 

Main sellers In the market were 
turkey and chick starters and hog 
feeds. The turkey and chick season 
is gaining headway, and demand for 
feed has been good. A good upturn 
in hog prices at the major livestock 
markets has been a stimulus for sales 
in feed. Adding its share of influence 
is the price of corn, which at present 
is at the top for the year. Formula 





The index of wholesale feed- 
stuffs prices for the country as 
a whole, compiled by the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration, stood at 237.2 as of 
April 25, up 13 points for the 
week. The feed grain index was 
205.5 up 4 points from the pre- 
vious week.

Northwest Formula 
Volume Hiked by 
Extra Dairy Demand 


After a brief lag early in the week 
sales by feed manufacturers in the 
Northwest spurted and brought the 
total volume to fully as high a level 
as the previous week's good business 

A spurt in dairy feed sales, partic 
ularly the lower cost type, helped sub- 
stantially to increase volume. Dealers 
have been forced to stock more of 
this feed later this year because of 
the slow development of pastures in 
the area. Much of the tonnage has 
been going to Wisconsin dairy sec 
tions 

Heaviest sales, however, continue to 
be chick and turkey feeds. Hog feed 
also is greatly improved over recent 
weeks. In all, business is rated by 
most concerns at least as good as a 
year ago. Plants are running full 
time with overtime snifts in addition 

Firm ingredient markets continued 
firm to higher. Millfeed prices ad 
vanced another $3@4, and soybean oi! 
meal gained about $6 ton. A strong 
cash soybean market and good de 
mand for meal contributed to the 
gains in that ingredient. Millfeed 
supplies remain tight, with demand 
pressing. Linseed oil meal is steady 

Alfalfa meal reflected the delayed 
start in new crop operations in the 
Southwest, and California offerings 
advanced in price, including quota- 
tions on forward delivery. Fish meal 
meanwhile, was easy, while molasses 
was quoted %¢ gal. higher. The delay 
in navigation on Lake Superior 
helped to bolster the screenings mar- 





ket, and a blizzard at Duluth held 
up shipments of Canadian refuse 
screenings stored there for several 
days, further tightening supplies 


Feeding Season 
Delayed in 
Pacific Northwest 


Formula feed prices advanced $1@ 
2 in the Pacific Northwest during the 
week, based partly on a strong corn 
and milifeed market and partly on 
increased protein prices, particularly 
soybean oi] meal. The weather showed 
some signs of breaking, but not suf- 
ficiently to encourage any widespread 
activity in the feed trade, and hatch- 
eries report that the baby chick 
season will be four to five weeks 
late 

Corn prices ranged $64@64.50, de- 
livered bulk at Seattle during the 
week, and usage of corn was being 
cut down in favor of barley, which 
is $6@8 ton cheaper at present. Oats 
were steady, ranging $56@58 bulk, 
Seattle 

The millfeed market was very 
strong, with advances of up to $5 
ton level during the week as Mon- 
tana mills withdrew from the local 
market and started moving their 
products into the Midwest, and the 
California market rose $2@3. Asking 
price on millfeed jumped from $48@ 
53, and at the close of the week 
some sellers were indicating as high 
as $55, delivered common transit 
points 

Soybean oil meal advanced from 
$58, bulk Decatur, to $65, and buy- 
ing interest completely dried up as 
a result of this sudden raise 

Fish meal at Vancouver was un- 
changed at $2 a unit, and the local 
meat scrap market appeared to be 
quite steady at $2 a unit for 50% 
protein 

Prospects for turkeys looked fairly 
favorable compared with a year ago 
Unofficial estimates stated that this 
year’s turkey crop will run 80 to 
90% of last year’s total. Private 
estimates on the number of laying 
birds in prospect for this fall indi- 
cated that there will be only 68 to 
70% as many chickens this year as a 
year ago 


California Feed 
Markets Strong; 
Demand Better 


Formula feed prices advanced $1 
@2 ton in southern California as 
commodity costs were stepped up, 
and feed mixers are seriously con- 
sidering further immediate advances. 
High protein concentrate prices re- 
flect heavy increases, and demand has 
improved for relatively small offer- 
ings for nearby 

Soybean oi] meal is mostly quoted 
at $7@8.50 above a week ago and 
is selling at $9450@97, delivered 
sacked, for prompt and deferred of- 
ferings are several] dollars over. Lin- 
seed oil meal is very firm, with offer- 
ings limited at $67@68. Practically 
tonnage is resale ma- 
terial. Cottonseed oil meal advanced 
$3, and local 41% is firmly held at 
$64. Copra meal is very scarce, and 
the limited available tonnage is bring- 
ing $68 for spot and $67 on offshore. 

Although the meat packers strike 
has ended, the meat scrap market 
continues very firm. Some tonnage 
to regular customers has been trad- 
ed at $2@2.05 per unit of protein, 
but a number of sales are reported 
at $2.10. The strength in this com-

The difficulty 
facing the broiler business he said 
is that the heavy consumer demand 
at about 29¢ Ib. retail gives a price

cussed the latest developments in the 
animal protein factor situation, par- 
ticularly the recent announcement 
that antibiotics such as aureomycin 
yield a growth stimulant in poultry 
rations. He showed work done at 
A&M Station at Gonzales, Texas, 
which confirmed the revelation and 
pointed out that it presents some new 
problems of feed control work since 
similar effects can be obtained from 
a number of antibiotics. There are no 
growth results obtained with rumi- 
nants, he pointed out, and some evi- 
dence of growth depressing effects 
have been apparent with antibiotics 
fed to lambs 

We are moving from a cereal agri- 
culture toward a grass and livestock 
agriculture, Ray Bowden, executive 
vice president of the Grain & Feed 
Dealers National Assn., said at 4 
luncheon meeting. Mr. Bowden said 
Wisconsin studies tended to show 
that when 100 Ib. beef will buy 700 
tb. milk, there's a tendency to shift 
from dairying to beef raising. Like- 
wise, when 100 Ib. pork will purchase 
550 Ib. dairy products, the same trend 
occurs with hogs. He said that beef 
cattle production is on the way up 
and sheep production will continue 
down 

Mr. Bowden also outlined some of 
the results that are likely to come 
from the present trend in population 
gains and also in the age composi 
tion of our population. Both are in 
the direction of heavier feed busi 
ness, he declared 

Work with Kansas State College

Insect control in stored grain was 
discussed by Richard T. Cotton, US 
Department of Agriculture, Manhat- 
ten, Kansas. He reminded delegates 
that 10% of America’s stored grain 
is destroyed by insects. He suggested 
cleaning and spraying of bins with a 
2% concentration of any of the cur- 
rently marketed residuals. He said 
2 gal. for every 1,000 sq. ft. of space 
is necessary 

“Spray the wood work and beams,” 
Mr. Cotton said. “Use weather tight 
bins if possible. Fumigate in August 
or six weeks after storing.”

thesized in the rumen of the cow 
During the course of this, dried cow 
manure was fed to chicks and gave 
a much greater growth response than 
could be accounted for on the basis 
of riboflavin. Further experiments 
brought out that dried cow manure 
would replace the small amount of 
animal protein supplement that was 
known to be so important in growing 
and breeding mashes made up large- 
ly of grain and soybean oil meal 
Many questions had to be answered 
by patient research before the new 
vitamin could be identified and pro- 
duced by controlled fermentation 


A Practical Result 

“Here, then, was a feed in- 
gredient that was practical,” Dr. Bird 
said, “but its development was based 
on the earlier ‘impractical’ experi 
ments with cow manure and chicken 
manure. A research program should 
not be expected to yield each 
Stage, results which can be put into 
the feed bag. The solution of any 
practical problem must be based on 
fundamental facts and the discovery 
of facts may require experiments that 
are far removed from the practical.’ 

Another illustration of “misunder- 
standing” of research and the appli- 
cation of it, Dr. Bird said, concerned 
the original Connecticut for- 
mula. Difficulties encountered in its 
practical application led some people 
to condemn the whole idea of high 
efficiency diets, but, he ‘what- 
ever difficulties may have en- 
countered in manufacturing and feed- 
ing the original Connecticut formula 
were difficulties in application and did 
not detract from the 
the Connecticut diet as an example 
of what could be accomplished. This 
was the first diet composed of com- 
mercial ingredients to support 
rapid growth and high efficiency. It 
set a new standard. Naturally, the 
difficulties encountered in application

If you have read these sales kits, 
try to use every suggestion which is 
applicable to your business. Use a 
few suggestions each month. By the 
end of the year you will have used

At clinics, at county fairs, at farm 
shows and the like, this manufactur- 
er stands ready to give you active aid 
and sales assistance. Sureiy, it is 
good business on your part to take 
full advantage of such cooperation.

World Corn Crop 
Shows Drop But 
Is Second Largest 


WASHINGTON—World corn pro- 
duction in 1949-50 is estimated at 
5,550 million bushels, the second larg- 
est total on record, according to the 
Office of Foreign Agricultural Rela- 
tons. 

A crop of this size would be about 
$40 million bushels less than the rec- 
ord world outturn a year earlier, but 
500 million bushels larger than the 
pre-war average because of the big 
increase in North America. Other 
continental totals are below average 

The current estimate is 130 million 
bushels less than the total expected 
at the time of the last survey in 
December 

The decline from earlier expecta- 
tions occurred in forecasts for South 
ern Hemisphere countries, where 
drouth has reduced yields consider- 
ably below earlier season prospects 
Most of the decline is noted in the 
estimates for Argentina and the 
Union of South Africa. The corn har- 
vest, now under way in these coun- 
tries, was sharply reduced by drouth 
especially in Argentina 

U.S. Crop Boosts Total 

The good outturn in North America 
in 1949 was principally due to the 
near record crop in the U.S. That 
crop of 3,378 million bushels of corn 
for all purposes accounts for 60% of 
the estimated world total. Production 
showed a gain of 1,062 million bush 
els over the 1935-39 average despite 
a decline of about 6 million acres 
since that period. Per-acre yields 
show an increase of about 55% over 
the prewar period as a result of in- 
creasing proportions of high-yielding 
hybrid varieties and improved cul- 
tural practices. Production in Mexico 
the second largest producer of the 
area, was also considerably above 
average largely because of increased 
acreage 

The corn crop in Europe, still esti- 
mated at 660 million bushels, was 
smaller than the 1948 harvest as well 
as below average. Average or slight- 
ly better-than-average yields were 
indicated for the Balkan countries, 
other than Rumania, and for Itaby 
These are the most important corn 
producers of the area. Yields in 
many of the other countries, how- 
ever, especially France, Spain and 
Portugal, were reported considerably 
below average 

The harvest in the Soviet Union 
is estimated at about 140 million 
bushels, compared with the 1935-39 
average of 170 million bushels. The 
decline is attributed to reduced acre 
age in large part 

Asia Production 

Production in Asia is estimated at 
595 million bushels, compared with 
the prewar average of 610 million

British Feed Prices 


The extent of the losses taken by 
the British government in selling 
bulk bought feeds to farmers has 
been revealed by the Ministry of 
Food.

Kentucky Officials 
Report Good Year 
for Feed Business 


LEXINGTON, KY.——The year 1949 
was a good year for the formula 
feed business in Kentucky, accord- 
ing to the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station. About the same 
amount of feed was sold in 1949 as 
in 1948, the annual report on com-

More care in manu- 
facturing and mixing, coupled with 
using good ingredients, will go a long 
way toward a better record.”

Don’t Let “Invisible Losses” 
Cut Into Your Profits

N a buyer's market, the dealer 
I must be aware of all factors that 
affect his costs and techniques 
of doing business. We cannot offer 
counsel as to desirable procedure in 
any given case, but certain funda 
mentals apply to all cases-—-funda 
mentals that underlie operations and 
are seldom apparent to the practical 
dealer who keeps his attention fo- 
cused on sales promotion, delivery 
office routine and processing, if he 
does any. We shall concern ourselves 
with certain phases of operation 
which, if ignored, may mean “invisi- 
ble losses.” 

Working capital. The difference be- 
tween the current assets and the cur 
rent liabilities is your working capi- 
tal. Normally, a satisfactory ratio is 
2 to 1, or $2,000 in current assets 
for every $1.000 in current liabilities 
Try to “up” this ratio as much as 
possible and keep track of it from 
month to month. In general, working 
capital can get too high; then it be- 
comes “sleeping capital.” It isn’t put 
to work, and so, profits are not up 
to maximum 

“Invisible losses” resulting from 
scant working capita! are loss of dis 
counts from suppliers, inability 
make good “buys,” interest charged 
for funds borrowed because your 
working capital is scant, the ten 
dency to cut prices to get funds 
Price wars are inherent in a buyer's 
market. The dealer with insufficient 
working capital is easily drawn into 
them 

Inventories. Inventory values some 
times shrink. This decrease is an “in 


visible loss” that can be

by greater care and 
A stock control 
ystern is helpful here. Loss on inven- 
tory is an “invisible loss” threatening 
whenever prices slide down- 
ward. When a down-trend prevails, 
the dealer should keep a close check 
on in losses by means of 
stock cards, frequent physi- 
cal inventories and careful buying 

Accounts receivable. Discontinue 
credit-granting practices. Fol- 
ip delinquents promptly and get 
the due date. Many 
dealers are weak here. They are car- 
rying too high a volume of accounts 
ratio to total sales, and 
market experience “in- 
visible the form of bad 
debt write-offs in excess of average 
and high collection expense. Put your 
collection system on the carpet and 
make sure that it is functioning ef- 
fectively 

Reserves. Too few dealers realize 
that there is such a thing as a reserve 
They live off their fat, never think- 
img that they will have to replace it 
some day and never making provision 
end. Take the dealer who 
bought $10,000 worth of processing 
equipment, merchandising equipment 
and a delivery truck. First, he figures 
depreciation on original cost because 
this lines up with what the Treasury 
Department demands for income tax 
But, the economic demand 
is something different, and that takes 
insofar as his business 
perations are concerned.

likely to drop to the original cost 
shown on the books, so that the deal- 
er won't have enough in his reserve 
account to buy new equipment when 
he needs it, which is another “invis- 
ible loss” that will hurt him, even 
if the general price level stays put 

Then, too, he may assume that he 
is on the safe side because he has 
charged profits with enough deprecia- 
tion to cover the cost of replacements 
at current prices. This. however, is 
only a book figure. Business has been 
good, his own personal expenses have 
been high, and so, he has been draw- 
ing heavily on the business for per- 
sonal funds. He may have been draw- 
ing more money out of his business 
than the net profits recorded in his 
books, strange as it seems. This is 
because he has been charging off de- 
preciation every year, which even 
tually has increased his cash and he 
has dipped into this cash for personal 
expenses when he should have frozen 
it in a sinking fund for replacement 
equipment 

We suggest that many dealers 
check over their persona! withdraw- 
als. They may have to economize 
here if they expect to keep working 
capital and replacement funds in 
good condition. The “invisible loss” 
here is the lack of funds to buy re- 
placement equipment 

Adequate accounting. Some deal- 
ers have let this slide. Appraise your 
recording practices, overhaul them if 
necessary or scrap the old system en- 
tirely for one that will function effi- 
ciently. If you do processing, install 
a system of production costing forms 
so that you know how much it is 
costing you to process feed 

Fixed expense. The dealer who 
wanted to get into the mink coat 
class when he should have been sat- 
isfied with Hudson seal may be in a 
bad way because he is overcapital- 
ized. He will have a high fixed over- 
head that he cannot cut. If the ratio 
of fixed to variable expense is overly 
high, he will experience “invisible 
losses” on sales even if he manages 
his affairs competently. His only “out” 
is to promote sales vigorously. If 
fixed expense is high, the bigger the 
volume, the lower the overhead ratio 
to sales 

High over-all costs. Your overhead 
and payroll expense may remain

sales, a 10% drop in prices 
profit at all unless you cut your costs 
somehow to make good for the differ- 
ence. The “invisible loss” when prices 
drop in a buyer's market is the high 
cost per sales dollar that won't drop 
automatically with prices. The dealer 
must take drastic action at a time 
like this, analyzing his business fig 
ures, prompting sales vigorously to 
offset the price drop and watching 
for ways to economize with an eagle 
eye 

In our field work, we find that too 
many dealers worry too much about 
factors external to their business 
True, these externals affect their 
business, but the individual business- 
man can do nothing about them. His 
best move is to adjust internal opera- 
tions to external conditions as best 
he can. Keep your eyes glued to in- 
ternal factors, worry less about 
external factors that affect your 
business, follow sound managerial 
practices, and scuttle inefficient rou- 
tines

The experiments were carried out 
in the laboratories of the Eastern 
States Farmers Exchange at West 
Springfield.

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Sales Promotion Is the Answer

HAT would you do if your 

business would suddenly siow 

up’ The rate of slow-up 
might be 5 or 10% or perhaps more 
Well, do you know what the first 
tendency of many dealers is when 
business slows up’? You've guessed it 
They begin to cut prices because they 
are fearful. And this is exactly what 
they should not do because it only 
makes the customer suspicious. And 
if he does buy, his need is filled tem- 
porarily at a price which the dealer 
rarely makes any profit on. 

“There are many businessmen who 
believe that cut prices are the answer 
to almost any slowdown in business 
Of course, prices are very important; 
they must be in line with economic 





trends. But no dealer should think 
that merely by slashing prices can he 
restore his business to former levels 
without considering many other op- 
erational facts. Yes, prices can be 
reduced sometimes through better 
buying, lowering of overhead, etc 
But it is unwise to slash prices in a 
panic state of mind before taking all 
other business factors into consider- 
ation 

What then should a feed dealer do 
when business slows down’ The an- 
swer is not difficult. The dealer 
should promote sales. 

I talked with the sales manager of 
a sporting goods firm not so many 
months ago. He had made an exten- 
sive trip through his territory visit- 





ing dealers. “Dealers are much 
quicker to cut prices than to promote 
sales,” he told me. “It should be 
just the other way around.’ 

Mr. Feed Dealer, this is a wise 
statement. American industry has 
been built on the ability and willing- 
ness of men to go out and sell the 
product which they have produced 
And that still remains one of the 
cardina) principles of success in busi- 
ness. Go out and sell, and let prices 
take care of themselves 

Look what has happened to the 
feed industry. Sales have risen, but 
farmers can use more quality feed 
There's a selling job ahead. The mar- 
ket is not saturated 

In recent years, feed dealers in 
many areas have erected farm sup- 
ply stores in connection with their 
feed mills. This gives many of them 
the opportunity to make more sales 
to tap new flelds, increasing their 
total volume and helping to bulwark 
the future. Yes, the alert feed dealer 
has a strong position

What is needed to do good sales 
promotion in a feed store? 

First of all what is needed is a 
dealer and employees who know all 
about feeding so they can constantly 
advise farmers on the merits of a 
good feeding program. And if enough 
farmers won't listen to the story at 
the mill, it means dealers should be 
aggressive enough to get out into the 
field and call on all farmers in the 
area, spreading the gospel of good 
feeding 

If you can point out to a farmer 
that he can make more profit using 
feeds in his program, he will 
see the light. At his farm is

During the January-March period 
there has been relatively heavy ma:

The increase of 8% on April 1 for 
the 11 Corn Belt states compares 
with an increase of 5% Jan. 1. Dur- 
ing the period January-March the 
number of replacement cattle shipped 
into the Corn Belt states showed a 
marked increase of 33% over last 
year. Reports from cattle feeders 
show that cattle in all of the Corn 
Belt states were marketed more rap- 
idly during the January-March pe- 
riod than was planned in January 
The number of cattle still on feed on 
April 1 that were on feed Jan. 1 
was about 12% smaller than feeders 
in January expected to have on feed 
April 1 

Cattle \feeders who reported the 
month in which they expect to mar- 
ket fed cattle said that a consider- 
ably larger percentage will be mar- 
keted after July 1 this year than was 
reported in April last year. The re- 
ported percentage to be marketed 
after July 1 this year is 58% com- 
pared with 51% last year, 50% two 
years ago, and the 1940-49 average 
of 50%. About 67% of the total cat- 
tle on feed April 1 were reported to 
have been on feed over three months, 
compared with 71% last April and 
67% two years ago 

The proportion of steers on feed 
this year was smaller than last, be- 
ing reported at 67% coOmpared with 
71% last year. Heifers comprised 
11% of the total compared with 16% 
a year ago, while calves constituted 
21% this year compared with 12% 
on April 1, 1949 


Corn Supply Smaller 

In eight of the states where corn 
stocks were reported, the supply of 
corn on feeders’ farms on April 1 
was smaller than last year, but am- 
ple supplies are reported, except for 
a few local areas. For the most part, 
weather since Jan. 1 has been favor- 
able for feeding operations. 

Shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle into the Corn Belt states dur- 
ing the first three months of this 
year are sharply higher than last 
year's inshipments. For the eight 
Corn Belt states for which complete 
records are available both for mar- 
kets and for direct inshipments, the 
number of inshipments during the 
period January-March was 33% high- 
er than last year and the second 
highest on record starting with 1940 

Except for Ohio, all Corn Belt 
states show increased inshipments 
during the three-month period, as 
follows: Nebraska, up 88%; Illinois, 
up 53%; Minnesota, up 43%; In- 
diana, up 38%; Michigan, up 19%; 
Iowa, up 9%, and Wisconsin, up 1%

Increase Shown 
in Production 
of Fish Oil, Meal 


WASHINGTON—The quantities of 
fish oils and fish meal produced dur- 
ing the first two months of 1950 
showed increases over the amounts 
for the corresponding period last 
year, the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 


ice reports 

During January and February this 
year, 633,351 gal. fish oi] were pro- 
duced. This represents an increase 
of 123% over production during the 
corresponding months in 1949 

The quantity of fish oils, exclusive 
of liver oils, produced domestically 
during February was 42,141 gal. 
compared with 40,059 gal. during 
February, 1949. The increase was 
attributed to larger production of 
tuna, mackerel and menhaden oils. 
A large drop was registered in the 
quantity of groundfish oils produced, 
but part of this was due to the fact 
that some groundfish oils were re- 
ported under the “other” classifica- 
tion as they were produced from 
mixed fish. 

The quantity of fish meal processed 
during February by firms that nor- 
mally produce 92% of the total yield 
was 2,702 tons—approximately 400 
tons more than was manufactured 
during the previous February. Dur- 
ing the first two months of 1950, 
14,638 tons fish meal were produced, 
compared with 8,165 tons during the 
corresponding period in 1949. 

Imports of fish meal during Feb- 
ruary, 1950, amounted to 4,096 tons, 
compared with 4,757 tons for the 
same month in 1949. 

The 1949-50 Pacific Coast pilchard 
season was the best since the 1945- 
46 season. Total production of pil- 
chard meal for the season (August, 
1949, to February, 1950) was 41,494 
tons, compared with 18,371 tons dur- 
ing the previous season.

growing and laying chickens began 
in 1946 at the Southwest Poultry 
Experiment Station at Glendale, 
Ariz., where Burt W. Heywang is the 
nutrition specialist. Previously a se- 
ries of Utah trials with turkeys had 
stimulated new investigations at sev- 
eral state experiment stations to find 
the maximum level at which alfalfa 
meal could be safely used in poultry 
mashes. 

These Utah tests contradicted the 
earlier belief that not more than 
5 to 7%% of alfalfa meal was the 
safe limit to use in turkey rations 
Moreover, work reported. by D. W 
Peterson at the University of Cali- 
fornia suggested that saponins (gluco- 
cides derived from soapwort or soap- 
bark plants) found in small amounts 
in alfalfa meal may cause depressing 
growth effects. This same conclusion 
was reached this year by Samuel 
Lepkovsky, California poultry work- 
er, who stated that the fiber itself 
in alfalfa meal is not the offending 
substance which probably causes re- 
tarded growth of chickens 


Alfalfa Meals Vary 
In the Arizona branch station ex-

groups of white leghorn pullets from 
a few days old to 2 weeks of age. 
It was found that alfalfa meals vary 
considerably in their growth-depress- 
ing effects.

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HOUSE HOLDS HEARINGS 
ON WORLD TRADE CHARTER 


WASHINGTON — Hearings on a 
bill providing for US. adherence to 
the International Trade Organization 
charter are now being held by the 
House. The charter, drawn up dur- 
ing the United Nations conference 
at Havana, Cuba, in 1948, climaxed 
two years of international negotia- 
tions. 

The charter will go into effect for 
the ratifying countries when 20 of 
them have joined. In all, 344 nations 
participated in drawing up the docu- 
ment. Australia has ratified, contin- 
gent on similar action by the US 
and U.K. Other countries are await- 
ing US. action 

The ITO charter is intended to 
establish a code of trade principles 
and rules of fair dealing and create 
an organization to help carry out the 
rules and principles in practice. The 
objective is to expand world trade 
and speed world economic recovery 
through cooperation in solving com- 
mon trade problems.

SUPPLIES OF CORN APRIL 1 
EXCEED 2 BILLION BUSHELS 


Farm Stocks Slightly Below Last Year; Bearish Implica- 
tions Partly Offset by Amounts Under Loan; 
Late Planting Season This Spring 


WASHINGTON — The heavy re- 
ported stocks of feed grains as of 
April 1 fail to reflect the cold spring 
planting season and require consid- 
eration of the heavy impounding of 
feed and other grains under the price 
support programs. 

In its official report cf stocks of 
feed grains as of April 1, 1950, the 
US. Department of Agriculture re- 
veals that slightly more than 2 bil- 
lion bushels of corn is held in all 
positions. Farm holdings of corn 
amount to approximately 1,634 mil- 
lion bushels as compared with 1,797 
million bushels a year earlier. (See 
accompanying table.) 

This report discloses that terminal 
elevator and Commodity Credit Corp. 
stocks are substantially higher than 
last year at this date but not con- 
sequential to the over-all total. 

ihe report of stock position of corn 
and other grains as of April 1 plus 
the later report of corn under loan 
or in CCC inventory discloses that 
the government has control of more 
than 800 million bushels of the total 
supply of 2,013 million bushels. 

Trade considerations of the official 
corn stock position report must be 
qualified by the fact that a substan- 
tial part of this corn must represent 
1948 crop corn held indirectly by 
CCC under loan or resealing pro- 
grams. 

The matter of major importance is 
the fact that the corn disappearance 
has been extremely heavy up to this 
time, although the rate of disappear- 
ance dropped in this last quarter to 
normal. 

The change in the earlier reported 
heavy disappearance may reflect an 
effort on the part of USDA statisti- 
cians to adjust their final crop re- 
port to a lower figure. 

Another matter of more than pess- 
ing significance is the oat crop re- 
port. Uats in all positions have been 
reported as of April 1 at 522,698,000 
bushels, compared with more than 
600 million last year. The significance 
here is that the cold spring plant- 
ing season will retard oat production 
and possibly divert producers into 
soybean acreage. Oats are likely to 
be supported at 70% of parity, which 
under the present law amounts to 
approximately 67¢ bu. at the farm 
without farm storage allowance 


Disturbs Officials 


The late planting season is said to 
disturb USDA officials who are re- 
portedly prepared to propose a soy- 


bean price support program at be- 
tween 75 and 80% of parity. Such 
a soybean price support level, it is 


seen, would promote a diversion of 


oat acreage into beans 
The official corn price support pro- 
gram announcement of USDA dis- 





closes that the government holds 
more than 800 million bushels of corn 
This figure includes the amount of 
corn held under purchase agreements 
Loans on 1949 crop corn are avail- 
able through May 30, 1950. 

Heaviest loan and purchase agree- 
ment commitments by producers for 
corn are shown in the major corn 
producing areas of Iowa, Illinois, In- 
diana, Minnesota, Nebraska and 
South Dakota. 

Tota! loan and purchase agreement 
commitments by producers on the 
1949 corn crop amount to approxi- 
mately 315 million bushels 

Trade opinion here discloses that 
the heavy corn carryover does not 
fully reflect the free supply of corn 
and makes for a tight price situation 


NEW SEASON'S HIGHS 
REACHED IN MEAL MARKET 


MEMPHIS—A strong advance 
which carried most contracts to new 
seasonal highs was accompanied by a 
greatly accelerated rate of trading 
in protein futures on the Memphis 
Merchants Exchange this week 








Gains extended to as much as $6.80 
ton during the week ended April 3. 
And during that week the largest 
day's volume since the war was post- 
ed on the exchange when 20,700 tons 
of cottonseed and soybean oi] meal 
were traded. The previous high mark 
had been 18,400 tons 

Rising prices of soybean futures 
on the Board of Trade continued to 
be the main influence on the protein 
market. There were also reports that 
bean processors were curtailing oper- 
ations because the price of their 
products was not keeping pace with 
the rise in bean prices. This precludes 
a possibility of a short supply of meal 

This brought heavy hedging into 
the meal market and was the basis 
for setting up of straddles between 
the old and new crop months 

Greatest advances were in old crop 
soybean oil meal, May and July gain 
ing $6.80 and $6.50 ton, respectively 
The new crop contracts advanced

In the meantime, another agency 
of the government has been watching 
the soybean futures market. The 
Commodity Exchange Authority has 
called for reports on trading accounts 

Trade sources declare that while 
the halt of mean procurement may 
temporarily check the soybean price 
it is not believed that it can be per 
manently corrected. They cite the 
outstanding open accounts in beans 
as a struggle between the firmly en 
trenched long and short speculative 
positions which ultimately will gov- 
ern the price level. 

Government officials themselves 
admit that the tightening situation in 
all fats and oils has not been clearly 
seen by the trade and believe that a 
continuing price squeeze will be in 
effect for two months longer 

In some trade circles there was 
a critical reaction against the govern- 
ment decision on bean procurement 
One observer declared that the de- 
cision should be classified as an ef- 
fort on the part of the government 
to manipulate bean prices, which is 
just as reprehensible as if it were 
done by private speculators or trade 
interests.

Sen. Thomas Would Earmark ECA 
Funds for Buying U.S. Surpluses 


WASHINGTON As the Senate 
opened debate on the amendment to 
the Economic Cooperation Adminis 
tration Act, efforts have been made 
to earmark the use of funds for the 
ECA agricultural budget to surplus 
U.S. farm commodities 

First of these efforts came from 
Sen. Elmer Thomas (D., Okla.), who 
announced he planned to introduce 
an amendment to the ECA bill which 
would restrict the use of ECA agri- 
cultural commodity funds to US 
surpluses or for the procurement of 
commodities from U.S. sources when 
their prices were lower than the do- 
mestic price support level. The Thom- 
as proposal would set up a manda 
tory standard within the ECA Act 

The other planned amendment 
along this line came from Sen. John 
L. McClellan (D., Miss.) to earmark 
the ECA agricultural budget only for 
the procurement of domestic market 
surpluses when the Secretary of Agri- 
culture found supplies to be in sur- 
plus in the U.S. Sen. McClellan in- 
troduced a similar amendment last 
session but it was defeated by a nar- 
row margin 

Sen. Thomas said his amendment 
was aimed to halt the procurement 


of Canadian wheat through use of 
ECA money 

Neither amendments are conceded 
any chance of success since other 
agricultural interests with Canadian 
business involved are certain to fight 
this type of restriction on ECA. It 
is unlikely that ECA for the com- 
ing year will find it necessary to 
finance as large a part of the U.K 
wheat requirements from Canada as 
was necessary this past year. ECA 
officials say that the U.K. has been 
building up its credits in Canada, 
but it is believed that the ECA budget 


| contemplates some wheat procure- 


ment from Canada for the U.K. in 
the 1950-51 year. Denial of the use 
of ECA funds for this purpose might 
provoke counter-measures by Canada 
against imports of U.S. grown fruits 
and vegetables and these producers 
are unlikely to sit idly by while the 
Thomas or McClellan amendments 
are considered 

In fact, with the shrinking pros- 
pects for the winter wheat crop 
the need to restrict U.K. procure- 
ment of wheat to the U.S. may be 
largely academic by the time Con- 
gress finally considers the ECA Act

size is job analysis. This ls a task 
to determine the most efficient and 
safest way to do a job. Usually you 
will get one answer that satisfies 
both questions. Because the safe way 
is the best way and the best way is 
the safe way 

The third point is supervision 
There are a lot of men who get in- 
jured, not because they did not know 
how to do a job the safe way, but 
because they disregarded the instruc- 
tions they had been given and took 
a chance—and lost 

A foreman or supervisor should be 
required to accept the responsibility 
for the actions of his men that have 
to do with production, and likewise, 
he should accept responsibility for the 
men who do not carry out his instruc- 
tions having to do with safety 

The fourth point in controlling hu- 
man behavior is discipline. Perhaps 
“leadership” is a better word than 
discipline for use here. Discipline 
implies threats of dismissal or other 
drastic action. Leadership implies ob- 
taining the cooperation of the work- 
ers 

Successful leaders are those who 
take the time and effort to explain 
the “why” of a rule or regulation at 
the time the employees are notified 
The workers are, in effect, asked to 
make the safety program a success 
through their cooperation, instead of 
being told bluntly that “this is the 
rule and you'll follow it or you won't 
work here.” That sort of an approach 
may have worked 50 years ago, but 
it will not work today. The men 
resent that sort of an approach, just 
as you would 

Those four points job training, 
job analysis, supervision and disci- 
pline—are the key points in the hu- 
man approach to safety. They have 
worked in other plants and they can 
work in yours because your em- 
ployees, too, are human beings
